FOUR HUNDRED BUSINESS MEN 


PETITION STATESMAN 


TO RUN. 


Stanton Makes Public Statement of 


His Gubernatorial Platform. 


His Views. 


Hon. P. A. Stanton of Los Angeles 


Speaker of the Assembly of the last 
Legislature,f Saturday announced his 
c.'indidacy for the office of Governor 
of California, in the acceptance of a 
petition signed by 400 prominent and 
influential citizens of Los Angeles. 


This petition was circulated quietly. 


Before it had been out a day, requests 
were coming in by the score from good 
citizens, asking that they be given an 
opportunity to sign it. 


From now on the campaign for Stan- 


ton will be waged from one end of the 
State to the other. Yesterday after- 
noon, the petition which had been in- 
dorsed by the 400 business and profes- 
sional men of Los Angeles, was placed 
before Stanton by a committee of 
presentation composed of the follow- 
ing: 
E. W. Murphy, P. J. McDonald, 


Ira W. Byrnes and C. A. Anderson. 
The petition is as follows: 


Hon. P. A. Stanton—Dear Sir: We, 


the 
undersigned, in common with 


other 
members 
of the 
Republican 


party generally who reside in South- 
ern California, believe that the candi- 
date for the next Governor of the 
State should be chosen from this sec- 
tion. 


In order to accomplish this result, 


the Republicans of this part of the 
State must act in unison and persist- 
ently urge their demands in that be- 
half. And to this end it is necessary 
that a candidate shall be selected of 
ability and of skill gained by experi- 
ence in public affairs, known to be in- 
dependent in thought and action, and 
not under obligation to or controlled 
t>y any set of persons having ulterior 
motives. 
In other words, he who is 


selected by the citizens of Southern 
California as their candidate for the 
Governorship must be one who will 
command the respect and spontaneous 
support of all Republicans in this end 
of the State, who are actuated only by 
motives of the best public interests, 
regardless of their immediate politi- 
cal connections. 


Your record of the last few years as 


a public man proves to our satisfac- 
tion that you possess these essential 
qualifications, and that you are the

MR. STANTON'S REPLY. 


Mr. Stanton made the following for- 


mal reply of acceptance: 


LOS ANGELES (Cal.) Feb. 5, 1910. 


Messrs. P. J. McDonald, Ira W. Byr- 
nes, C. V. Anderson, and E. W. Mur- 
I'hy, committee. Deer Sirs: I have the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
'he communication signed by you and 
some 400 other Republicans, citizens 
of Los Angeles and vicinity, request- 
ing that I become a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the: office 
of Governor of California ;it 
I lie eusu- 


• »K primary election, and to assure 
you of my deep appreciation of your 
.•unliilem e and esteem. 
Wink- it was 


•ny earnest desire, upon the conclu- 
sion of the last session of the legisla- 
ture, in which I had the distinguished 
honor to be the speaker of the assem- 
bly, to wtthrirpw from public life, I 
feel constrained, by the sincereity 
and high character of the men who 
join in this request, and solicitations 
of like nature received from many 
prominent 
citizens 
throughout 
the 


state, to consent to the use of my 
name as such candidate. 


The sentiment expressed by you, 


that the next Incumbent of the office 
of governor should be selected from 
Southern California, appears to me to 
be both just and reasonable. While 
geographical 
considerations 
should 


not control in the selection of state 
officials, yet, in view of the great 
strength of the Republican party in 
Southern California, and the fact that 
the last two gubernatorial terms have 
been filled from the northern portion 
of the state, the claim of this section 
to recognition and preference in nam- 
ing the next candidate of that party 
for governor should, and will, without 
doubt, be favorably received by the 
voters of the state. 


I particularly appreciate what is 


said in your communication indicating 
the desire that a governor shall be 
selected who will be absolutely inde- 
pendent and free fr&m obligations to 
or control by any set of persons, that 
shall be "actuated only by motives of 
the best public interests," regardless 
of all other considerations. 


You have my unqualified assurance 


that I would not accept the nomina- 
tion for the office on any other condi- 
tion. 


If the efforts to secure my nomina- 


tion and election shall be successful, 
though I hail from the south end of 
the state, it sha'll be my purpose to 
strive always to give the best possible 
service to the people of the whole 
state, irrespective of section. 


The direct primary election law pro- 


vides for the selection, at the primary 
election to be held in August, the dele- 
gates to local and state party conven- 
tions thereafter to be held for the pur- 
pose of promulgating platforms, etc. 
There is no other provision of the law 
for holding of party conventions. 


It would not be proper to attempt to 


anticipate what declarations of prin- 
ciples may be made at the Republican 
party convention which may be held 
after the August primary election. It 
may not be out of place, however, that 
I now give brief expression to my 
views on a few of the important politi- 
cal questions which will probably be 
the subject of consideration and dis- 
cussion by the people in the meantime. 


The maintenance of political bur- 


persona representing special interest, 
for the purpose of dictating, control- 
ling or influencing legislative or execu- 
tive action, is repugnant to the sv'int 
and purposes of our government arid 
should be suppressed by the enact- 
ment of laws prohibiting such e 
under severe penalties. I am in f;ivor 
of such laws, but whether enacted nr 


not, 
should I be elected governor of 


this state, I should deem it my duty, 
in response to a well understood de- 
mand of the people, to exert my whole 
power for the extermination of such 
pernicious methods. Corporations, in 
the conduct of their business, are en- 
titled to full consideration and protec- 
tion in the enactment and enforcement 
of laws, and have the same right as 
other citizens to be heard on all mat- 
ters affecting their interests, but cor- 
porations or other persons who seek 
to control legislation generally, wheth- 
er it affects them or not, are enemies 
of the people and should be dealt 
with as such. 


The state should, without delay, in- 


itiate, by appropriate legislation, the 
policy of conserving, for the use and 
benefit of the public, the natural re- 
sources of the stale still remaining 
under its control. This is particularly 
true as to the water supply required 
for municipal and irrigation uses and 
for generation o! power. The monop- 
olization of thy opportunities by in- 
dividuals or private corporations, for 
purposes of speculation or profit, is 
inimical to the best interests of Cali- 
fornia and should be restrained by 
laws designed to preserve such re- 
sources for the use of the whole- peo- 
ple.

Slight Reduction Made in the Present 


Rates of the Covina City 


Water Company. 


At the regular meeting of the cii.y 


trustces held on Tuesday 
evening, 


there were present Trustees Lahee, 
Potter, Ratekin and Warner. 


An ordinance fixing the rates to be 


charged by the domestic water com- 
pany for the ensuing year was read for 
the first time. No change was made 
in the minimum rate of $1.00 for the 
firn 800 cubic feet. 1'he council, how- 
ever, reduced the rate for every addi- 
tional thousand feet from 15 cents to 
8 cents. 
This was the only change 


made in the present rates. Upon the 
final adoption of the ordinance, the 
new rate will go into effect in July.

Tax Lands Near Covtra. 


An effort is being made by County 


Tax Collector Welch to clear the rec- 
ords of properties which have been 
purchased by the State for delinquent 


, taxes, 
remaining unredeemed. 
The 


statutes 
provide that the State be- 


comes 
the purchaser 
in all cases 


! where the owner or owners default in 


j the payment of taxes, and after five 


i years 
have 
elapsed, 
the 
State 


takes 
a 
deed, 
and 
the 
property 


is thereupon State properly, and suu- 
ject TO'disposal by public auction to 
the highest bidder. 


The law further provides that after 


the State takes its deed, the property 
shall he withdrawn from assessment 
upon the theory that State property 
is not assessable: provision is made, 
however, through a system of penal- 
ties, interest and cost, by which the 
State is reimbursed in the event thai a 
redemption is made, and the property 
owner usually pays dearly for his 
neglect for allowing himself to default 
in the payment of taxes, as these 
charges are greatly in excess of regu- 
lar taxes, except in those cases where 
property values have materially in- 
creased since the withdrawal of the 
property from assessment, in which 
case, and there are many such, the 
owner is escaping a just proportion of 
the burden of laxation. 


Hoping to reach such owners as 


have property in jeopardy, Mr. Welch 
has seggregated these properties into 
districts for publication in the local 
papers.
